When General E. P. Johnson took his 
present position as commander of this 
brigade of the National Guard, an unfor­ 
tunate heritage fell to him in the shape 
of an old quarrel between Major W. H. 
H. Russell and several of the officers of 
the staff, together with an accusation 
that the officer above-named had misap­ 
propriated funds belonging to the com­ 
panies. The circumstances connected 
with (he charge of misappropriation of 
funds date back several years to the 
time of the “boom.” The management 
of the finances of the companies was 
in the hands of Major, then Cap­ 
tain, Russell. The Guard had the 
leaBe cf Mott’s hall and enjoyed a con­ 
siderable revenue from its nightly rental. 
The organization had, moreover, various 
other sources of income, and it was 
known that large earns of money passed 
into Major Bussell’s bands. Neverthe­ 
less the finances of the Guard are said to 
have been often very much embarrassed 
during a great part of this period and the 
charge was finally openly made that 
Major Russell was appropriating the 
funds to his own uee. 
For a long time the organization was 
honey-combed with quarrels, in which 
personal misunderstandings and indi­ 
vidual acrimony cut so large a figure as to 
render it quite impossible to tell the 
whole story. Several partial investiga­ 
tions were held, none of which were sat­ 
isfactory to those making the charges 
against Major Russell. One or two of the 
be6t officers in the Guard left it,declaring 
that they would not endure such a state 
of things. The care of the funds was 
transferred to other hands, but Major 
Russell’s accounts—so it i« alleged—were 
never satisfactorily cleared up, a deficit 
of several thousand dollars remaining 
unexplained. 
Last July a special committee of three 
of the officers of the Guard, Colonel G. 
Wiley Wells, Dr. W. G. Cochran and H. 
Z. Osborne, was appointed by General 
Johnson with orders to sift the matter to 
the bottom and submit a complete re­ 
port on which action of some kind could 
be taken. The report of this committee 
haB been delayed from time to time, but 
is now at last completed and ready to be 
made public. The committee has gone 
over all the accounts and has put under 
examination the various officers who 
were concerned in the affairs of the or­ 
ganization at the time when the alleged 
embvzilement took place. The work 
was undertaken in a thoroughly consci­ 
entious spirit,’with the definite purpose 
of putting to rest all of the difficulties 
which have for so long embarrassed the 
Guard. 
The report was completed yesterday 
and was left in the hands of Col. Wells, 
who will submit it to General Johnson 
today, and it will probably appear in the 
Herald of tomorrow morning. Col. 
Wells and the other members of the 
committee were Been last evening, but 
they refused to make known the nature 
of the report. General Johnson said that 
as it was a formal military document it 
could not be made public until it had 
passed through the proper hands. 
It is pretty well understood, however, 
what the nature of the report is to be. 
It is said that the committee will affirm 
that Major Russell’s accounts are Bhort 
several thousand dollars, and ask for hi6 
resignation. It is said also that a charge 
of incapacity as an officer will also be 
made against him. The result of the 
action of the committee will probably be 
that Major Russell will leave the Guard, 
and that the troubles which have so long 
beset the organization will come to an 
end.

The following was passed as the sense 
of the board: “That the City Council 
should grant no more franchises to water 
companies, and that the city should take 
immediate steps for putting in a plant of 
its own.” 
The Water Committee was instructed 
to formulate proper water rates, and pre­ 
pare a report to be acted upon at the 
next meeting of the board. 
The following was declared the sense 
of the board: That the dummy road, 
known as the Cahuenga Valley railroad,’ 
be removed from Belmont avenue and 
Temple street. 
Owing to the fact that strenuous efforts 
were being put forth in circulating a pro­ 
test against tbe regrading of Temple 
street, a committee of fifteen was ap­ 
pointed to acquaint all property owners 
in the assessed district with the facts con­ 
cerning such rearading.

Two prospectors, Messrs. J. W. Kim­ 
ball and C. H . Smith, returned yester­ 
day from a trip along the Colorado river, 
from Y um a to the Needles. They stated 
th at their journey had occnpied about 
four m onths and th at daring th at time 
they had prospected in all directions and 
had fonnd a num ber of ledges, which, 
from the surface croppings, appeared to 
be likely to pay. The best district, ac­ 
cording to their views, íb in San Bernar­ 
dino county, about sixty miles below the 
Needles. 
Here they found that a num 
ber ot claims had been taken up and 
th at preparations were being made to 
work some of them . Mr. Siddell and Mr. 
Hoey, who left here last November, 
were fonnd busy at work on the Kelsey 
mine, which has already been mentioned 
in the H e r a l d . 
The surface indications 
on this claim had been found to hold out 
as far as the shaft had been sunk, and 
the vein had widened rapidly, until 
enough paying ore had been uncovered 
to keep a smelter at work for months. 
Messrs. Kimball and Smith visitod sev­ 
eral other claims in this lecality and 
were of the opinion that in a very short 
tim e it would be found that this would 
develop into a “ bonanza” district. The 
only thiug lacking at present is a smel­ 
ter. 
With a sm elter within easy reach 
many of the claims would be opened up, 
and the country below the Needles would 
be quickly populated with busy miners. 
Messrs. Kimball and Sm ith have a claim 
of their own somewhere in the district 
nam ed, but they will not disclose its 
whereabouts, for they say that they have 
no doubt other ledges are close by, and 
they are going to try and find them be­ 
fore any one else reaches the spot. They 
return to the river next week with tools 
and provisions.

Stand By Year House Product». 
Perhaps nothing amuses Easterners 
and foreigners so much as the senseless 
way in which Californians undervalue 
their home products. This State has 
long been noted for its excellent wines, 
the northern and central counties having 
the supremacy in dry and the southern 
counties in ports. The writer well re­ 
members having been met by the late 
Mr. Vail, who had extensive connections 
in England, where he had lived for 
years, and who exhibited a letter which 
he had just received from Liverpool 
acknowledging the receipt of a shipment 
of Los Angeles port wine. The Liver­ 
pool correspondent added to his en­ 
comiums the statement that if Mr. Vail 
could ship as per sample, he desired an 
immediate consignment of £10,000 worth 
of the port of which he was such au appre­ 
ciative connoisseur. Of course it was im­ 
possible to get that quantity of sound 
port together at once, although if we 
realized our true mission we would be 
getting ready to ship a million pounds 
worth of such wines in the near future. 
Who can get any really fine Los An­ 
geles brandy ? And yet the Messrs. Rose, 
Baldwin, Shorb and others, have been 
manufacturing it for years in this county 
and shipping it to the four corners of the 
world. We defy any one to get a drink 
of good, mellow native brandy in Los 
Angeles. Instead of insisting upon hav­ 
ing a good home article, the poor Los 
Angeles ninny walks up to a bar, pays 
twenty-five cents for a drink of high 
wines flavored with oil of cognac, swal­ 
lows the vile compound and feels like 
kicking himself for a week thereafter. 
It ie high time that this wretched trav­ 
esty should be Btopped. We ought to 
patronize our home products, from beer 
to brandy, if we drink at all. Not to do 
00 is to show that we really do not sym­ 
pathize with the mission of Los Angeles 
»nd Southern California, which is to 
replace a conventional fraud, which has 
run a long time, with something genuine 
and wholesome. 
Let us give over shams and pretenses. 
The man who puts the popular brands of 
champagne in his gullet poisonG himself, 
while Hennessy and Martel filled fresh 
from the jag into the old bottles would 
give Priam a new sort of agony, at the 
dead of night or any other hour. 


P re c ise ly what good is effected by 
such trips as that which Miss Nellie 
Bly has nearly completed around the 
world it would puzzle any one to say. 
In her interview with a San Francisco 
reporter at Lathrop she admitted that 
she was fifteen days behind, ascribing 
the delay to defective schedules. 
If 
Jules Verne had not covered the whole 
field twenty years ago, in “Around the 
World 
in 
Eighty 
Days,” 
with 
infinitely 
more 
vivacity, 
dash, 
amplitude and knowledge than Nellie 
can hope to throw into her trashy pro­ 
ductions, there might be some sense in 
the matter. It may be a recondite way 
of trying to sell Nellie’s inexpressi­ 
bly doli and trashy book, “ The 
Mystery 
of 
Central 
Park,” 
of 
which a public not altogether insane 
yet have probably not bought a half a 
dozen copies. Perhaps Nellie has been 
incubating a second book. If so, it is to 
be hoped that it may not prove to be 
quite as dull as her last. The World will 
doubtless go into the jubilate business 
on Nellie’s entire failure to do what she 
started out to do. Even if ehe had suc­ 
ceeded we do not see what the whole 
thing would have amounted to. As a 
blank-be-blanked failure it seems to be 
the little end of nothing whittled down 
very fine. It is a great waste of oppor­ 
tunities that Roland Reed did not hit on 
this method of getting rid of one or two 
-of his obtrusive widows. By proposing 
to start in opposite directions, to meet 
somewhere in the antipodes, the thing 
could have been managed like a charm. 


T he canvass made for the new City 
Directory by all the usual standards of 
comparison would indicate that the 
population of Los Angeles is at least 
ninety thousand souls. We do not be­ 
lieve that there is in this city today any 
intelligent man who desires to exaggerate 
anything. 
For two years we have been 
taking the backwater of both Eastern 
and Pacific Coast depreciatory lying. 
Oar position reminds us of a thing we 
have often seen in Kansaa and Nebraska 
in a half adosen midwinter trips we have 
made to the East in the last three or 
four years, and that is a windbreak, with 
half a hundred half starved cattle in the 
lee of some long pile of staked logs. 
They looked aa if they were ready to sub­ 
mit to any fate that might befall. The 
people of Los Angeles are just now pretty 
much in that position, with the 
difference 
that they 
don’t 
give 
ad—m what view any kind of people 
hold of them. They know that, inside 


of a lustrum, which for the information 
of those whose facilities for a classical 
education have been limited, we will ex­ 
plain to mean a period of seven years, 
Los Angeles will have a population of 
two hundred and fifty thousand people, 
with the most eclectic and splendid lines 
of development known on earth. The 
man who can buy for one thousand dol­ 
lars now the city or country property 
which will coet him ten to twenty thou­ 
sand dollars five years from now, will be 
standing around engaged in telling the 
old chestnuts so familiar about Chicago 
just now. The H e ra ld is inclined to 
think that its estimates of our popu­ 
lation have lately been too conservative. 
Ninety thousand for our present popula­ 
tion is eminently fair. Within the next 
twelvemonth there will be an increase in 
these figures that will surprise the oldest 
inhabitant. Oar own impression is that 
the lively and reactionary movement 
will begin about the middle of the com­ 
ing February. 


H en ry M. S tan ley is rapidly becom­ 
ing a bigger man than Emperor William 
himself, with whom he condescended to 
exchange compliments on emerging from 
the Dark Continent. A summary of this 
man’s life discounts the stories to be 
found in the Arabian Nights entertain­ 
ment. The careers of Villard and Stan­ 
ley show that nothing is unattainable to 
a capable newspaper man. Both, a few 
years ago, were obscure reporters on 
papers that did not count for much out­ 
side of the narrow orbit in which they 
were published. Villard achieved a co­ 
lossal fortune, standing at one time with 
the Jay Goulds and the Vanderbilts iu 
the estimates of his wealth. The great 
panic precipitated in Northern Pacific 
securities ruined him, but he never lost 
his grip. He is again at the perihelion 
of fortune, and this time probably to 
stay there. Ten years ago Stanley was 
held in very little repute. James Gor­ 
don Bennett, of the New York Herald, 
and the London Telegraph sent Stanley 
to Africa, and today he counts in the 
actual space allotted to him in the press 
of the world ahead of any monarch in 
Christendom or in the world. He has 
not amassed the enormous fortune 
which Villard has piled up, but there is 
little doubt that Stanley, also, will be­ 
come prodigiously wealthy. The only 
man who rivals him from a journalistic 
standpoint—that is to say, in the ability 
to earn money—is Monsieur de Biowitz, 
tbe Paris correspondent of the London 
Times, who receives an income of fifty 
thousand dollars a year, with a country 
villa, a gorgeous city residence and an 
allowance for extra service which would 
paralyze one of the German potentates. 
In addition to his ability to command 
any remuneration he might desire, Stan­ 
ley cannot fail to realize an immense 
fortune from the sales of his forthcoming 
book. 


W e n o tice that the Board of Super­ 
visors of San Lais Obispo county, in 
their advertisement for printing the 
County Delinquent Tax List, ask for bids 
for three weeks or four insertions.

Of cohree, cold 
here is a relative term ; but, neverthe­ 
less, with the thinned blood which soon 
characterizes people liviDg in a semi- 
tropical climate the inconvenience suf­ 
fered is often great. Of course a degree 
of cold which leaves the tuberose, helio­ 
trope and other deiicate flowers, and the 
orange and lemon hanging on the trees, 
all in the open air, unharmed, is not ex 
cessive. The banana and palm, dis­ 
tinctively tropical fruits, also bold their 
own remarkably well. Bat it is a year 
that will be long remembered, and will 
set the standard for severity for decades 
on decades to come.

Terms of the Samoan Treaty 
Published. 


AMERICAN IDEAS ARE ADOPTED. 


Ex-President Cleveland Submits to 
an Interview—Congressional 
Proceedings. 


Associated Press DlsDatohes to the Hkbalp. 
W ashington, January 22.—The Senate 
today in secret session resolved to make 
public the Samoan treaty negotiated in 
Berlin last spriug. Secretary Blaine’s 
letter to the President, accompanying 
the treaty, is very long. He speaks of 
the instructions given to the Commis­ 
sioners, saying they were told the United 
States desired a speedy and amicable set­ 
tlement of the Samoan question; that it 
maintained its full equality of right in 
the dieposition of theee questions, but 
was influenced as much by an anxious 
desire to secure to the people of Samoa 
the conditions of healthy, proaperoue 
and civilized life, and was bound to pro­ 
tect the interests of its own citizens, and 
that the President hoped and believed 
the result of the consultation would go 
to prove that it was not the wish of any 
one of these Governments to subordinate 
the rights of the Samoans to the exigen­ 
cies of grasping commerce or political 
ambition of territorial extension on the 
part of any of tbe treaty powers. 
The Commissioners were also in­ 
structed that the conference was not. to 
be regarded as a continuation of the 
former conference on a new basis, inas­ 
much as the United States could not ad­ 
mit that the conditions had been changed 
by any subsequent occurrence in the 
South Pacific. The subjects as to which 
the Commissioners were instructed were 
under five heads: 
First—They were directed to ask the 
restoration of the status quo, in order to 
remove the disturbance caused by the 
forcible intervention of Germany, and 
the deportation of Malietoa. This wan 
not to be, however, an ultimatum which 
would lose the conference. 
Second—The organization of a stable 
government system for tho islands, 
whereby the native independence and 
autonomy should be preserved, free from 
tho control or prepondsfcirirg iufluence of 
anv foreign government. 
Third—The adjustment of land claims. 
Fourth—The prohibition of the sale of 
firearms and alcoholic liquors. 
Fifth—The question oí the municipal 
administration cf Apia as a foreign set­ 
tlement under due reservation of extra 
territorial rights. 
The Secretary says: “The protocols 
of several sessions, herewith submitted, 
show the discussion which took place on 
each of these important heads, and indi­ 
cate the successive stages by which the 
views of the three governments thereon 
came into harmony. 
The result 
is 
in 
the 
main 
entirely 
in 
accord with the 
instructions un­ 
der which the American plenipotentiary 
voted. It is proper to observe that the 
matters in respect to which agreement 
seemed most difficult were the restora­ 
tion of the hiatus quo, the formation of a 
stable government without the prepon­ 
derance of influence on the part of, any 
of tbe treaty powers, and the raising of 
revenue for the maintenance of that gov­ 
ernment. As to the first of these pofctB, 
the chief obstacle to the unqualified 
renewal of the status was found in the 
reluctance of Germany to admit such a 
situation as would appear to leave 
Mataafa (against whom she had declared 
war) eligible for the free choice of the 
natives as King. It is confidently be 
lieved that the final accord removes these 
difficulties, and the Samoans themselves, 
in the exercise of the freedom which they 
are to continue to enjoy, appear to have 
effected a practical solution of the mat­ 
ter. On the second point, the danger 
of a preponderating influence on tbe 
part of any one of the three powers is 
obviated by taking the chief foreign ad­ 
viser and judge from a neutral nation. 
The revenue question has been adjubted 
with due regard to the limited resources 
of the natives and the obligations of the 
three powers to share in the burden 
which, by the force of circumstances, it 
has been necessary to impose in the pro­ 
tection of their common interests and 
for the maintenance of peace and order.” 
In conclusion the Secretary expresses 
the hope that the act may be conducive 
to the good government of Samoa under 
native authority, and to the lasting set­ 
tlement of tbe questions which have agi­ 
tated the three powers and their complex 
relations to these islands. 


FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 
Oklahoma Townnlte Bin Paswcd by 
the House. 
W ashington, January 22. — Iu the 
Houee today, Mason, of Illinois, intro­ 
duced a bill to forfeit certain land grants 
to aid iu the construction of railroads. 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, from the Commit­ 
tee on Rivers and Harbors, reported back 
the Benate joint resolution appropriating 
$250,000 for the removal of snago and 
other obstructions from the Missouri 
river between St. Joseph and its mouth. 
The committee proposed a substitute re­ 
ducing the appropriation to $75,000, and 
appropriating $75,000 for the removal of 
snaes from the Columbia river, Oregon. 
On motion of Hermann, of Oregon, the 
substitute was amended that the appro­ 
priation for the Columbia river may be 
expended for continuing jetty work. The 
substitute was agreed to, and then the 
joint resolution, as amended, was passed. 
The Houso went into Committee of 
the Whole on the Oklahoma Townsite 
bill. The bill was finally agreed to after 
some amendment, and the committee 
rose. The bill was then reported to the 
House and passed. 
Siewart, of Gnorgia, from the Commit­ 
tee on Judiciary, reported the bill for 
the purchase of two sites for the erection 
of buildings for the confinement of fed­ 
eral prisoners, at a cost of half a million 
each, aud appropriating $100,000 for the 
erection of a workshop. 
The riou3e went into Committee of 
the Whole, and on motion of Clunie, of 
California, an amendment was adopted 
providing for three buildings, one to ba 
located north, and another south of the 
thirty-ninth degree, and east of the 
Rocky mountains; another west of the 
Rocky mountains. The second section 
provides that the convicts shall bo em­ 
ployed exclusively in the manufacturing 
business for the Government. 
Spinola, of New York, offered an 
amendment providing that they ba not 
employed in the manufacture of any 
goods or merchandise that are manufac­ 
tured in any part of the United States. 
Rejected, 
Raines, of New York, offered an 
amendmen , providing that the convicts 
be employed exclusively in manufactur­ 
ing Buch supplies for the Government as 


can be manufactured without the unn nf 
machinery. Agreed to. 
Pending further action the committee 
rose.McKinley reported back his Customs 
Administrative bili, and it was referred 
to the Committee of the Whole, 
McKinley moved the House to go into 
committee, stating that as soon as the 
committee was in session, he would 
move that it arise aud adjourn. 
This did not prove satisfactory to the 
Democrats, aud Crisp moved adjourn­ 
ment. 
The Speaker decided the motion lost, 
83 to 88. The yeas and nays were called’ 
for, and the motion to adjourn was lost, 
yeas 94, nays 100. 
The meeting then recurred to McKin­ 
ley’s motion t » go into committee, hut os 
it was evident the Democrats would de­ 
mand the yeas and nays McKinley 
moved to adjourn, which motion was 
a/reed to. 
The reason underlying Crisp’s motion 
to adjourn was the fear that the Com­ 
mittee on Elections might report upon the 
contested election case of Smith versus 
Jackson, from the Fourth West Virginia 
district. He does not desire, and in this 
he has the full support of the Demo­ 
cratic side of the House, that any con­ 
tested election case shall be called up 
while the House is devoid of any regular 
rules for its government apd is depend­ 
ent only on general parliamentary laws 
as construed by the Speaker. 
Tiio beuate. 
W ashington, January 22 —In the Sen­ 
ate today, Chandler offered a concurrent 
resolution, which went over till tomor­ 
row, authorizing the Committees on 
Immigration in the two houses to inves­ 
tigate the working of the various laws of 
the United States and of the several 
States in regard to immigration from 
foreign countries. 
The Senate resumed consideration of 
tho bill discussed yesterday to require 
tho Superintendent of the Census to 
ascertain what percentage of people own 
their farms, the amount of farms mort­ 
gaged and the amount thereof. 
Responding to Vest's remarks of yes­ 
terday on the farm mortgage question, 
Teller remarked that agricultural de­ 
pression was not peculiar to the United 
S'ates; it prevailed in all the countries 
of the world, except France. Recent 
Parliamentary inquiry bad shown that 
the British farmers had within twelve 
years sunk more than half their capital; 
that the condition of the British farmers 
could not be attributed to a protective 
tariff. The trouble was neither free 
trade nor protection. Since the United 
States resumed specie payment in ’79 
there had been a continuous drop iu the 
prices of farm products. It was that 
which was making discontent and 
trouble. He moved that the bill be 
recommitted. 
The discussion was kept up for nearly 
two hours, going largely over the ques­ 
tions of tariff, of silver, of over-produc­ 
tion and steamship subsidies. It was 
further participated in by Morrill, 
George, fltewart, Spooner, Vest. Blair, 
Plumb, Berry and Reagan. 
Finally 
Hale, Chairman of the Census Commit­ 
tee, expressed his willingness to have 
the bill recommitted, as suggested by 
Teller, and the belief that it would be 
the best disposition of it. The commit­ 
tee would then undertake to perfect the 
bill, und would report it back at an early 
day.On the question of recommital by yeas 
and naye, the first vote resulted : Yeas, 
22; nays, 14. As no quorum voted, there 
waB a call of the Senate, which showed 
that there were fifty-three Senators pres­ 
ent. Some of them were paired. The 
second vote resulted ; yeas, 26; nays, 20, 
accomplished by the transfer of pairs, 
and the bill was recommitted to the Cen­ 
sus Committee. 
The Blair Education bill was then 
taken us, Blair demanding its reading in 
full. At the close of the reading and 
after some discussion, it was arranged 
by unanimous consent that the bill^be 
postponed until Monday a week, and be 
until then unfinished business. 
The Senate then took up the calendar 
and passed, among other bills, one 
to open the abandoned military 
reservation in Nevada to homosted 
entry; also bills for a new light-house 
tender in the light-honse district of Port­ 
land, Oregon; granting to the city of 
Colorado Springs, in Colorado, certain 
lands for water reservoirs. 
A bill woe reported from the committee 
and placed on the calendar, legalizing 
the general law of Arizona, except as to 
certain repealing acts. 
The House amendments to tho Senate 
joint resolution appropriating $75,000 for 
a jettie at the mouth of the Columbia 
river, Oregon,were non-concurredin,and 
a conference was asked. 
After executive session the Senate 
adjourned. 
CLEVELAND FOR ’92. 
Tl»e E x.P m ldem Submits to an In­ 
terview. 
N ew Y urk, January 22.—Morrison 
Munford, editor of the Kansas City 
Times, who is visiting New York, lias 
hait an interview with ex-Fresident 
Cleveland, which he telegraphed his 
paper tonight. The following portions 
of general interest are taken from it: 
Mr. Cleveland haB lost nono of his 
zeal on tariff reform, which inspired his 
celebrated message. “It is most grati­ 
fying to me.” he said, “that the masses. 
aB well as the leaders of the party, are 
takiog hold of the tariff issue with such 
spirit and evident determination to win. 
My letters from every part of the coun­ 
try show the extent and depth of the agi 
tation. I was greatly pleased to find 
in Boston a degree of earnestness and 
fervor beyond that of men engaged in 
politics. From my observations there 
and in New Yotk, and (rom mv corre­ 
spondence I conclude that the thinking 
usen of the nation are massed Blmoet 
solidly on the side of tariff reform.” 
I then said to Mr. Cleveland that the 
Democratic party is already preparing 
for ’92, and looking forward to that cam­ 
paign with confidence and a sentiment 
virtually unanimous that he should be 
our leader. 
“As to that,” he replied, "¡t ¡„ the 
catiBe and not personal consideration 
that should concern us. If I consulted 
my own feelings I would prefer to have 
some one else take the lead.”

P r o b a b i li t y that the H a n k of Eng- 
l a u d Will Issn e Notes. 
London, January 22.—Further inqui­ 
ries were prosecuted this afternoon 
among financial authorities iu regard to 
the plan of issuing pound notes by the 
Bank of England. The prevailing 
opinion seemed to be that the present 
report was based on the renewal of the 
old story that Goschen, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, intends to introduce a 
bill iu Parliament granting the bank 
authority to issue pound notes. How­ 
ever, there are indications which 
would seem to justify the conclusion 
that Goschen really contemplates intro­ 
ducing a measure of that description dur­ 
ing the Parliamentary recess. 
The 
Treasury authorities have had frequent 
conferences with the leading bankers of 
the metropolis touching the advisability 
of authorizing the issue of notes of small 
denominations. In these conferences the 
question of issuing notes of the value of 
ten shillings, as well as one pound, has 
been under discussion, and the under­ 
standing is that in case such notes are 
issued they are to be made redeemable 
in silver coin. Another significant fact 
is that in view of the likelihood of legis­ 
lation of the character indicated, the 
mint has greatly reduced the coinage of 
gold ten shilling pieces. 
GLADSTONE NPEAKl. 
lie Ridicules the United States’ 
Protective 'Tariff. 
L ondon, January 22. — Gladstone, 
speaking at Chester, declined to criticise 
the course of Salisbury in the dispute 
with Portugal until he was more fully 
informed as to the details of the 
case.

navy, he 
said that it 
is still 
enjoying the blessings and comforts of 
restricted trade, and therefore would pay 
forty or fifty per cent, mere to buiJd a 
navy than it would if contented to com­ 
pete on equal terms with other nations.

it could afford to pay 
for the 
luxury of protection. The worst was 
that while America would cite England’s 
example for enlarging her navy, Eogland 
will give a similar excuse for a farther 
naval increase. Referring to the Par­ 
nell Commission, he said the cumbrous 
proceedings constituted a case of oppres­ 
sion pi acticed upon an individual by a 
legislative chamber and executive gov­ 
ernment, without a parallel since the 
time of Charles the Second.

O ttaw a, Ont., January 22.—Dalton 
McCarthy, M. P., today brought in his 
measure for the abolishment of French 
as the official language in the Northwest 
Territory. He characterized Premier 
Mercier, of Quebec, as a dangerous man, 
whose only aim is to have a new France, 
a separate and distinct nation in the 
Province of Quebec. The matter will 
create a hot debate. 
France Wlllluir to Arbitrate. 
P a ris, January 22.—The Siecle says 
France will probably submit the New­ 
foundland difficulties to arbitration, but 
adds there must be no repetition of the 
farce of 1885. “If England Í6 unable to 
preserve authority,” says Siecle, “we are 
justified in desiring tbe autonomy of 
Newfoundland, or its annexation to tbe 
United States.” 
Davits Stays by Parnell. 
D ublin, January 22.—The Freeman's 
Journal says Michael Davitt, in a lecture 
at Cork last evening, declared unabated 
confidence in Parnell, and steadfast loy­ 
alty to him. 
A Hurricane In France. 
P a ris, January 22. — Southwestern 
France has been visited and devastated 
by a fearful hurricane. Telegraphic com­ 
munication in that direction is inter­ 
rupted. 
A Flag of Distress. 
Q ueenstow n, January 22.—Fastinet 
light house is displaying a Hag of dis­ 
tress, but no vessel will be able to ap­ 
proach it for several days.

B ru ssels, January 22.— Four men 
were killed and twenty seriously injured 
by the breaking of the hoisting machin­ 
ery, in a mine at Arras, today.

V ienna, January 22.—A journalist, 
Psnkowitz, today shot the popular act­ 
ress, Htericher, and then killed himself.

MINERS CJONftOLIDATINU. 
Two Labor O rganizations Merging 
Into One. 
Colum bus, Ohio, January 22.—A con­ 
vention of the National Miners’ Progres­ 
sive Union and National District Assem­ 
bly of Miners Knights of Labor, was held 
here today. The proposed plan of consol­ 
idation of the two organizations and new 
rules were approved by both conventions, 
after a lengthy debate. A joint-convention 
will meet, tomorrow. These two organ­ 
izations comprise a large majority of the 
miners of Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, In­ 
diana, Ohio, West Virginia and Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
The membership aggregates 
20,000 men, and it is claimed to be con­ 
stantly and rapidly increasing. If the 
convention reaches a harmonious conclu­ 
sion tomorrow, 
both tho present 
bodies will dissolve and merge into a 
new organization. President McBride, 
of the Union, today urged concerted ac­ 
tion to be taken, looking toward in­ 
creased wages and the adoption of the 
eight hour day. 
TERRIBLE SUFFERING. 
M any Families In South Dakota In 
Destitute Circumstances. 
C hicago, January 22.—An Associated 
Press reporter returned from the North­ 
west, brings with him a tale cf terrible 
suffering and destitution in nineteen 
counties of South Dakota, gathered from 
persons who have bat recently been eye­ 
witnesses of what they graphically de­ 
scribe. F. E. Paxton, a well-to-do busi­ 


ness man of Shabbona, DeKalb ceunty, 
this State, who spent some days in the 
afllicted districts, says: “However hard 
the landsharks and other interested par­ 
ties may try to keep the truth from the 
people of this country, they cannot long 
be successful. The successive failures 
for four years of crops have reduced 
those even formerly well-to-do to a con­ 
dition of the sorest distress. 
Many 
thousands of families are entirely with­ 
out means of any kind. They lack the 
wherewithal to purchase the necessaries 
of life. 
“In Miner county they have no flour, 
the staple of life being badly-ground corn 
meal, and there is a noticeable insuffici­ 
ency of that. Every farm is mortgaged, 
in many cases for moro than sale uuder 
present prices would realize. Most of 
the Ltock has been levied on and sold by 
the Sheriff at public auction. The 
ridiculously low prices obtained are 
eloquent not only cf the s' arving con­ 
dition of the cattle, but of the scarcity of 
means in the community; cows fetching 
as low as five dollars apiece, horses 
eight and ten dollars, while sheep and 
pigs are almost unsalable, there being 
nothing to feed them with. Women ana 
children bear evidences of the hardships 
they have undergone in their pinched 
and meagre faces. In many instances they 
are quite unprovided with clothing with 
which to withstand the rigors of win­ 
ter, wbat they now have being in a 
ragged and worn out condition. 
“Flour is most needed, especially in 
Kingsbury and Miner counties. Clothing 
for women and children, and provisions 
of any kind just now would be a Godsend 
to thousands who are in a semi-starving 
condition. Unless relief is given with a 
liberal hand this winter in South Dakota, 
you will hear of many deaths from starva­ 
tion, and the reports will undoubtedly 
have a foundation in fact,.” 
Mrs. A. C. Cleveland, of Edmonds, 
Soutn Dakota, confirms Paxton’s story.

TO IIPBLILD THE NAVY. 
View» Expressed as to Slow It 
Should be Done. 
W ashington, January 22.—Secretary 
Tracy, Admiral flhufeldt and Captain 
Davis, of the navy, outlined their views 
upon the policy that should govern this 
Congress in the work of building up the 
navy, before the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs this morniDg. The Secre­ 
tary’s remarks were in accord with the 
recommendation contained in his annual 
report. He advocated the building of 
eight line-of-battle ships, at a cost of five 
millions each. This would give us a fleet 
with which we could meet the navies of 
the other powers in offensive warfare. 
Tno steel-building works of this country 
were in a position to supply all the ma­ 
terial needed for these ships within six 
years. Admiral 8hofeldt argued against 
tbe utility of the monitor type of vessels 
for modern warfare, and Captain Davis 
took issue with him.

W ash in g to n , January 22.—The com­ 
mittee appointed by the National Afro- 
American League Convention, recently 
held in Chicago, to present to the Ex­ 
ecutive and to CoDgress a petition for the 
enactment of legislation to secure to the 
colored people their rightB under the 
constitution, will call on President Har­ 
rison tomorrow morning with a petition.

Opening of the Central Pa­ 
cific Delayed. 


THE ROTARY PLOW DERAILED, 


More Snow F allin g in the Mountains 
T errible Experiences of 
Passengers. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the H brald 


S a c r a m e n t o , January 2 2 .—Last night 
at twelve o’clock the Central Pacific rail 
road was clear except a distance of four 
miles, and the rotary plow was expected 
to push aside the obstacles in a few 
hours, and all the trains were ordered 
placed in readiness to move. The rotary 
entered a deep cut near Shady Run, and 
got stalled on the snow,which had turned 
to ice; but the plow could have forced 
its way through th at barrier bad not an 
im m ense slide came down and bnried 
two of the locomotives. Two hundred 
m en were ordered to shovel away the 
slide, and after a delay of two hours the 
plow was again ready to move. Then 
part of the m achinery on one of the plow 
engines broke.causing a delay of two hours 
more. 
A nother large body of snow then 
came crashing down and derailed the 
plow. 
Men were sent for jackscrews, 
chains, etc., and the work of getting it 
upon the track is progressing as rapidly 
as possible. 
It is expected that it will 
be moved some time tomorrow. 
By tomorrow morning 1,0U0 men will 
be engaged in shoveling snow on the 
four miles of obstructed track, and will 
be kept at it until the rotary is again in 
operation, when it is thought the road 
can be cleared within thirty minutes 
The snow has been drifting heavily to­ 
day, but the road has been kept open 
between Truckee and Cascade. 
The westbound overland train has 
been moved to Blue Cañón. The other 
train, which was snowbound between 
Shady Run and Blue Cañón, has been 
moved to Cisco. 
Another large lot of 
provisions was sent to the blockade to­ 
night. 
If the rotary is unable to move, 
the Superintendent will endeavor to have 
the road shoveled clear in two days.

About half-past eleven o’clock yester­ 
day morning Prof. Fred Bornemann, a 
German musician, residing on the corner 
of Fifth and Beaudry streets, attempted 
to light a gasoline stove in his kitchen, 
prior to preparing some coffee for his 
wife, who with her child was confined to 
her bed with eickoese, but on applying a 
match to the burner, the apparatus ex­ 
ploded. Bornemann, with great pres­ 
ence cf mind, attempted to auench the 
flamee caused by the burning fluid, which 
was scattered ail over the kitchen, but in 
doing so hi** left hand was completely 
disabled, and he was obliged to turn his 
attention to the eafety of his family. 
During the time occupied in removing 
his sick wife and child to a neighbor’s 
house, the blazing oil had ignited the 
building, a four-roomed frame cottage, 
and he was unable, on his return, to 
check the course of the flames, which 
Boon enveloped the whole structure. An 
alarm was rung in from box 40, bat ow 
ing to the elevation at which the house 
etood, some difficulty was experienced by 
the department on its arrival in doing 
execution, and in the meantime the 
building and its contents were destroyed. 
Bornemann had, amongst other valua­ 
bles, the complete orchestral scores of 
thirty-two operas in manuscript, which 
he asserts cannot be replaced, and in ad­ 
dition to these a number of other musi­ 
cal treasures were consumed.
